Cover  Contest 

Mattapoisett  Seeks  Local  Artists,  Photographers

Artist  Andy  Warhol  once  said  that  everyone  is 
famous  for  fifteen  minutes. 

Well,  in  Mattapoisett,  residents  are  getting  the 
chance  to  have  their  fifteen  minutes  of  fame  permanently 
printed  on  the  cover  of  the  latest  Annual  Town  Report. 
Several  town  officials  have  come  up  with  a  photo/ 
artwork  contest  whereby  a  panel  of  judges  will  select  one 
photo,  drawing  or  painting  to  grace  the  cover  of  the 
town's  1996  Annual  Report. 

Both  Selectman  Michele  C.  Bernier  and  Executive 
Secretary  Carol  Adams  hatched  the  plan  to  offer  residents 
a  chance  to  exercise  their  artistic  tendencies.  "I  would  go 
around  taking  photos  of  all  the  town  buildings  every  year 
(for  the  cover),"  Ms.  Adams  said.  "But  the  problem  is 
there  are  only  so  many  buildings  in  town." 

Instead  of  going  back  to  the  somewhat  static  pen 
and  ink  drawing  of  the  Indian  from  the  town  seal  — 
which  used  to  be  a  staple  of  the  Town  Report  — 
Selectman  Bemier  and  Ms.  Adams  thought  it  would  be  a 
good  opportunity  to  showcase  some  local  talent.  As  such, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  sanctioned  the  first  of  what  they 
hope  will  be  an  annual  contest  to  select  one  entry  as  the 
Town  Report  "cover  shot." 

"Last  year  was  the  first  time  we  used  a  color 
photo  on  the  cover,"  said  Selectmen  Secretary  Melody 
Pacheco.  "It  was  well-received  ...  and  this  year  we're 
going  to  use  a  different  typeface  to  make  the  report  look 
better."  Ms.  Pacheco  —  who  is  in  charge  of  collecting 
entry  forms  for  the  contest  —  said  she's  already  given  out 
about  a  half-dozen  applications.  She  expects  the  contest  to 
draw  (pun  intended)  several  local  artists  and 
photographers  —  both  amateurs  and  professionals  alike. 

"I'm  sure  we'll  get  some  good  entries,"  Ms. 
Pacheco  said.  When  asked  what  types  of  artwork  she 
expects  to  receive,  she  added:  "I  think  we  might  get  just 
about  anything." 

Selectman  Bernier  said  the  contest  is  also  a  way  to 
encourage  people  to  become  involved  in  the  town,  rather 
than  just  watch  it  from  the  sidelines.  "I  think  this  is  a  great 
opportunity  for  people  to  feel  like  they're  a  part  of  town 
history,"  she  said.  "It  will  be  great  to  have  someone's 
artwork  on  the  cover." 

The  entries  will  be  judged  by  a  panel  of  three, 
including:  Mattapoisett  artist  Henry  Avery,  teacher/artist 
Peter  Michael  Martin,  and  Rogers  Gallery  and  Framery 
proprietor  Louise  Rogers.  The  winning  entry  will  have  the 
distinction  of  appearing  on  the  cover  of  some  1,500  copies 
of  the  Annual  Town  Report  which  is  being  printed  by 
Athol  Press  from  Athol,  MA  and  will  be  available  by  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  this  spring. 

"I  know  I  always  have  a  copy  of  the  Town  Report 
handy  I  refer  to  it  all  the  time,"  Selectman  Bernier  said. 
"I  think  the  winner  will  be  proud  that  their  work  is  in 


everyone's  home." 

If  you  are  a  Mattapoisett  resident  artist, 
photographer,  or  like  to  dabble  with  paints,  the 
Mattapoisett  Board  of  Selectmen  cordially  invites  you  to 
participate  in  the  contest  to  select  a  cover  for  the  next 
Annual  Town  Report.

If  adjustments  need  to  be  made,  the 
boys  can  still  have  time  to  make  them  in  order  to  qualify. 

Every  year  more  than  one  million  Cub  Scouts  and 
parents  team  up  to  participate  in  the  derby.  Marion's  Pack 
32  has  recently  renewed  a  longstanding  Cub  Scout 
tradition  by  scheduling  a  race  after  two  years  of  inactivity. 
Ms.  Hartnett-Barry  noted  that  there  has  been  a  lapse 
recently  due  to  lack  of  interest  and  leadership,  but  Marion 
Eagle  Scout  Bart  Nourse  helped  to  get  the  ball  rolling 
again  this  year.  As  a  former  Cub  Scout  he  wanted  to  see 
the  tradition  carry  on,  and  he  has  been  instrumental  in 
getting  the  Pinewood  Derby  reinstated,  Ms.  Hartnett- 
Barry  said.

a  miniature  race  car.  "Scouting  is  all  about  being  prepared 
and  using  your  own  skills,"  said  Ms.  Hartnert-Barry. 
"That's  what  the  derby  is  all  about,  too.  The  kids  get  to 
carve,  paint  and  work  on  their  own  cars  ...  that's  the  real 
spirit  of  the  race." 

The  first  Pinewood  Derby  was  held  in  1953  by 
Cub  Scout  Pack  280C  of  Manhattan  Beach,  California.  The 
event  was  publicized  in  Boys'  Life  magazine  in  October  of 
1954.  The  magazine  offered  plans  for  the  track  and  car, 
which  featured  "four  wheels,  four  nails,  and  three  blocks

The  rules  of  the  very  first  race  stated:  "The  derby

line  unaided.  The  track  is  an  inclined  ramp  with  wood 
strips  down  the  center  to  guide  the  cars." 

Over  forty  years  later,  the  same  rules  still  apply- 
In  order  to  qualify  for  the  race,  each  car  is  inspected  by 
the  judges  and  must  meet  the  following  criteria:  the  car 
must  have  been  made  during  the  current  year;  the  width 
of  the  car  shall  not  exceed  two  and  three-quarter  inches; 
the  length  of  the  car  shall  not  exceed  seven  inches;  the 
weight  of  the  car  shall  not  exceed  five  ounces;  axles, 
wheels,  and  body  wood  shall  be  provided  in  the  kit; 
wheel  bearings,  washers,  and  bushings  are  provided;  the 
car  shall  not  ride  on  any  type  of  springs;  any  details 
added  must  be  within  length,  width,  and  weight  limits; 
the  car  must  be  freewheeling  with  no  starting  devices;  no 
loose  materials  of  any  kind  (such  as  lead  shot)  are  allowed 
in  the  car;  and  the  official  number  must  be  clearly  marked 
on  both  sides  of  the  car. 

Steven  Barry  proudly  displayed  his  car  which 
was  nearly  complete  earlier  this  week.  The  dark,  glossy 
green  entry  needed  only  to  be  numbered  and  a  miniature 
plastic  driver  needed  to  be  glued  into  place  behind  the 
wheel.  "I've  already  glued  in  all  kinds  of  parts,"  Steven 
said.  "I  painted  the  car  and  driver." 

The  1997  Pinewood  Derby  to  be  held  at  the 
Marion  Music  Hall  on  Saturday,  March  1  at  12:00  noon  is 
free  and  open  to  the  public.  Refreshments  will  be 
available. 

Immediately  following  the  race,  there  will  be  11 
trophies  awarded  —  eight  of  them  will  be  for  the  top  eight 
winners  of  the  Pinewood  Derby.  Three  additional  trophies 
will  also  be  awarded,  one  in  each  of  the  following  areas: 
originality,  design,  and  sportsmanship. 

"All  the  boys  are  really  excited  about  (the 
derby),"  Ms.  Hartnett-Barry  said.  "The  race  should  be  a 
lot  of  fun."

standard,  forcing  the  building  to  require  immediate 
attention.  It  has  been  determined  that  the  floors  on  the 
south  end  and  the  north  end  of  the  building  cannot  hold 
the  stacks.  However,  the  north  end  can  be  supported  by 
wedges  between  the  floor  and  a  concrete  base 
underneath. 

The  Trustees  explained  that  they  first  need  a 
secure  dry  place  for  the  storage  of  a  valuable  piece  of 
furniture  and  the  enormous  card  catalog.  The  staff  has 
started  weeding  out  books,  which  are  either  outdated  or 
no  longer  used.  They  are  looking  for  a  way  to  dispense 
the  books  to  various  causes  and  charities,  or  else  they  will 
be  forced  to  give  the  books  to  a  local  trash  site. 

It  was  discussed  that  the  stacks  will  have  to  be 
removed  in  one  large  piece,  and  not  in  sections.

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"These  articles  appear  to  be  a  significant  first  step 
in  implementing  the  goals  of  the  Growth  Management 
Committee,"  said  GMC  member  David  Hirschberg.  "The 
GMC  supports  the  zoning  changes  and  right  now  we're 
working  with  the  Planning  Board  to  get  the  accurate 
information  out  to  people  before  the  Special  Town 
Meeting." 

Chairman  Dickerson  noted  that  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  will  also  be  sending  a  letter  of  support  out  to 
residents  endorsing  the  zoning  articles. 

"We're  thrilled  with  the  level  of  cooperation 
we've  received  from  the  local  boards  and  local 
businesses,"  Mr.  Walker  said.  "I  think  the  (Selectmen) 
need  to  be  thanked  for  establishing  the  Growth 
Management  Committee  and  helping  us  make  these 
changes." 

The  Selectmen  were  equally  pleased  with  the 
hard  work  of  the  Planning  Board  in  implementing  the 
zoning  by-law  changes.  "I  think  the  most  exciting  thing  is 
that  (your  board)  has  taken  the  opportunity  to  look 
forward  instead  of  just  reacting,"  Selectman  Schaefer  said. 
"Hopefully,  the  town  will  support  your  efforts." 

At  7:15  pm  the  board  met  with  David  Arms  of  the 
Marine  Resources  Commission  (MRC)  and  Harbormaster 
George  Jennings  to  discuss  proposed  changes  to  the 
town's  Waterways  Regulations.  Mr.  Arms  explained  that 
the  MRC  is  recommending  changes  which  have  been 
developed  through  a  five-year  study  of  safety,  property 
protection,  and  administrative  issues  concerning  the 
management  of  Sippican  Harbor  in  the  wake  of  Hurricane 


Route  6,  Mattapoisett,  Next  to  Hillside  Motel 
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Bob  in  1991. 

"The  major  recommended  change  is  for  the 
requirement  of  a  Helix-type  mooring  to  be  used  by  boats 
25  feet  in  length  and  longer,  to  be  phased  in  over  a  three- 
year  period,"  Mr.  Arms  cited  from  a  written  report. 
"There  have  already  been  114  Helix-type  moorings 
voluntarily  installed  in  Marion  waters  since  1993. 
Approximately  400  moorings  would  be  affected  by  the 
new  requirement.  About  one  half  of  these  are  rental 
moorings." 

Mr.  Arms  noted  that  boat  owners  with  five  or 
more  moorings  would  be  given  five  years  in  which  to 
switch  over,  as  the  requirement  might  be  construed  as  a 
financial  hardship  on  multiple  boat  owners. 

A  second  recommended  change  would  give  the 
Harbormaster  the  authority  to  enforce  the  forfeiture  of 
vacant,  unused  or  abandoned  permitted  mooring 
locations.  "Marion's  Inner  Harbor  has  been  operating 
with  a  mooring  waiting  list  for  a  number  of  years,"  Mr. 
Arms  read  to  the  board.  "The  list  has  been  closed  to  new 
applicants  in  recent  years  due  to  the  slow  turn  over  of 
mooring  permit  holders.  The  MRC  felt  that  vacant, 
unused  or  abandoned  moorings  should  be  made  available 
to  those  who  would  actively  use  the  locations." 

Selectman  Schaefer  wanted  to  know  when  a 
mooring  was  considered  "abandoned"?  Mr.  Arms  and  Mr. 
Jennings  agreed  —  and  cited  the  wording  in  the 
Waterways  Regulations  —  that  any  mooring  which  goes 
through  two  consecutive  years  of  non-use  would  forfeit 
its  space.

which  have  been  vacant  for  two  or  more  years,"  Mr.  Arms 
said. 

Mr.  Arms  summarized  the  other  recommended 
amendments  as  focusing  on  providing  better  definitions 
of  personal  and  commercial  moorings,  clarifying  the 
mooring  application  fee  pay  procedures,  and  issuing  a 
second  notice  requirement  for  annual  mooring  fees. 
"After  the  first  billing,  we'd  like  to  send  a  second  notice  to 
everyone  30  days  later,"  Mr.  Arms  said.  "And  we  want  to 
make  it  clear  that  the  penalties  for  non-payment  are 
severe  ...  if  you  don't  pay,  you'll  lose  your  mooring." 

Mr.  Arms  and  Mr.  Jennings  said  they  would  like 
to  send  out  a  notice  to  all  mooring  permit  holders  by 
April  1  to  alert  them  to  the  new  Waterways  Regulations.

on  them  at  their  March  18  meeting.  That  would  give  the 
MRC  two  weeks  to  prepare  a  notice  for  April  1.  Mr.  Arms 
advised  that  residents  who  want  further  information  can 
contact  himself  or  any  member  of  the  MRC  prior  to  final 
approval  of  the  new  regulations. 

At  7:40  pm  the  board  met  with  Ben  Bryant  and 
Karl  Sittler  to  discuss  a  Community  Workshop  on

Mr.  Pickles  noted  that  under  the  circumstances,  he  is 
"relatively  sure"  the  town  can  re-bid  the  project,  since  it 
appears  to  be  a  clerical  error.  "It's  in  everyone's  best  interest 
not  to  delay  this  any  longer  than  necessary,"  he  said.

In 
addition,  the  EOEA  is  awarding  the  town  a  Municipal 
Recycling  Grant  in  the  amount  of  $11,633  —  $593  for 
Consumer  Education  Material,  and  $11,040  for  Set-Out 
Containers.  Regional  Sanitarian  Karen  Walega  was  also 
named  "Outstanding  Recycler  for  1996"  in  Marion. 
Selectman  Schaefer  asked  that  Ms.  Walega  be  sent  a  letter  of 
congratulations  from  the  board. 

Mr.  Pickles  reviewed  some  budget  items  for  the 
upcoming  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  suggested  the  board 
consider  implementing  a  fee  for  privileged  parking  stickers 
and  beach  stickers  for  residents  at  both  Silvershell  Beach 
and  Planting  Island.  "I  think  that's  one  of  the  only  ways  we 
can  be  sure  to  get  money  for  beach  repairs  and 
maintenance,"  he  said.  "We  might  even  issue  two  stickers 
—  one  for  beach  users  and  one  for  parking  only." 

Selectman  Winters  had  some  reservations  about 
setting  up  a  user's  fee.  "I  don't  feel  we  should  be  charging 
people  to  use  town  resources,"  he  said.  "Why  should 
someone  have  to  pay  to  use  the  town  beach?" 

But  Selectman  Schaefer  said  it  would  be  worth 
considering,  as  funding  has  become  scarce  for  beach 
improvements.  "There  are  two  sides  to  this  issue,"  she  said.

"Either  we  collect  fees  or  add  the  money  to  our  tax  rate." 

Mr.  Pickles  said  he  didn't  recommend 
implementing  a  user  fee  for  all  so-called  privileged 
parking  stickers,  just  those  for  people  who  use  the 
beaches  and  park  there.

Under  incoming  correspondence  for  the  week,  the 
board  received  a  reply  from  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito 
Control  Project  (BCMCP)  regarding  a  lot  located  on  South 
Orchard  Street  in  Acushnet.  Nancy  Medeiros  contacted 
the  BCMCP  saying  she  would  like  to  build  on  the  lot  but 
has  been  denied  a  building  permit  due  to  a  ditch  that 
crosses  the  property.  The  BCMCP  admitted  to  cleaning  a 
ditch  on  the  property  at  the  request  of  the  Acushnet  Board 
of  Selectmen  in  September,  1986.  It  is  their  understanding 
that  the  ditch  has  been  there  for  some  time,  and  it  is 
located  on  Lot  #284  between  Lawson  Avenue  and  Porter 
Street.

Bristol  County  Sheriff  David  R.  Nelson's  office 
next  sent  a  letter  via  Police  Chief  Michael  Poitras 
regarding  their  increased  costs  for  "lock  ups"  in  the  next 
fiscal  year.  According  to  the  letter,  the  county  will  have  to 
increase  their  prisoner  lock  up  rate  from  $35  to  $50  a  day 
per  prisoner,  effective  July  1, 1997.  As  such,  Chief  Poitras 
noted  that  his  departmental  budget  will  have  to  increase 
line  item  #5580  by  approximately  $2,850  to  cover  this 
expense  for  fiscal  year  1998.  The  board  agreed  to  forward 
this  matter  to  the  FinCom  for  their  recommendation. 

The  board  also  received  a  resume  from  a  resident 
interested  in  filling  the  part-time  Animal  Control  Officer's 
(ACO)  position  if  and  when  existing  Animal  Control 
Officer  Alfred  Brouillette  moves  into  a  full-time  position. 
Chairman  Hardy  noted  that  the  young  lady  apparently 
saw  an  article  in  the  newspaper  in  which  Mr.  Brouillette 
expressed  the  need  for  a  full-time  ACO,  and  she  thought 
she  could  apply  for  the  part-time  position. 

Since  this  matter  remains  undecided  at  the 
present  time,  the  board  unanimously  voted  to  place  the 
letter  and  resume  on  file  for  future  consideration.  They 
also  requested  that  Mr.  Brouillette  come  in  to  see  them  on 
March  10. 

Chairman  Hardy  noted  that  a  couple  of  articles 
on  the  forthcoming  Special  Town  Meeting  warrant 
(February  27)  were  still  being  reviewed  by  Town  Counsel 
as  to  their  proper  wording  and  legality.

"We  were  just  suggesting  a  basic  idea  to 
extend  the  (highway)  to  the  back  of  the  Tilcon  plant.  If  it 
costs  too  much,  we  won't  do  it.  This  is  all  just  preliminary 
right  now." 

At  6:50  pm  the  board  met  with  Harmish 
Blackman  of  the  Wellness  Corporation  to  discuss  a  No 
Cost  Employee  Assistance  Program  provided  by  MEGA. 
The  program  would  provide  free  counseling  sessions  to 
town  employees  of  participating  municipalities,  with  the 
exception  of  the  police  and  fire  departments.  However,  if 
Acushnet  were  interested,  both  police  and  fire  personnel 
could  be  added  under  an  attached  agreement.  The  board 
agreed  to  take  the  matter  under  advisement  for  two 
weeks  and  said  they  would  get  back  to  Mr.  Blackman. 

At  7:10  pm  the  board  met  with  Mark  Bosse  of 
Feitelberg  Insurance.  Mr.  Bosse  said  he  wanted  to  update 
the  board  on  their  current  policy  in  terms  of  liability  and 
coverage,  and  he  also  wanted  to  know  if  the  board 
wanted  to  drop  or  add  any  coverage.  Selectman  Koczera 
suggested  they  reschedule  Mr.  Bosse  for  a  daytime 
meeting  so  they  could  review  the  details  of  the  town's 
policy  without  being  under  time  constraints.  In  addition, 
the  board  wanted  Mr.  Bosse  to  review  an  inquiry  from  the 
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New  Bedford 
Office  Machine  Co. 
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Police  Department  regarding  a  hypothetical  situation  and 
the  town's  liability.  The  board  agreed  to  meet  again  with 
Mr.  Bosse  on  Thursday  March  20  at  8:00  am. 

At  7:40  pm  the  board  met  with  John  Capaldi, 
President  of  Tilcon,  to  discuss  the  plant's  closure  plan  in 
the  event  of  a  future  shutdown.  Mr.  Capaldi  noted  they've 
"made  some  progress"  since  he  last  met  with  the  board, 
but  they've  since  hired  a  subcontractor  for  drilling  and 
blasting  at  the  quarry,  and  they  also  will  be  assisting  in 
preparing  a  closure  plan. 

"We'll  be  starting  up  again  in  March,"  Mr. 
Capaldi  said.  "We're  working  out  a  service  with  (the 
subcontractors)  to  develop  a  minimum  plan  which  will  be 
charged  by  the  ton.  They'll  help  us  prepare  a  closure  plan 
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...  that's  the  good  news.  On  the  down  side,  they  haven't 
yet  examined  the  site.  So  I'll  need  to  buy  a  little  time  so 
they  can  come  up  with  a  closure  plan." 

Mr.  Capaldi  suggested  they  reschedule  another 
meeting  sometime  in  June  or  July  'so  the  subcontractors 
can  attend  and  assist  in  the  presentation.  He  also  agreed 
to  work  on  a  draft  proposal  in  the  meantime,  which  he 
will  give  to  the  board  sometime  within  the  next  week. 

"I'd  like  to  see  the  town  work  with  you  on  this 
plan  so  we  can  develop  it  together,"  Selectman  Koczera 
said.  "We  just  want  to  know  who's  responsible  if  the  plant 
closes  so  that  Acushnet  isn't  left  with  a  hole  in  the 
ground." 

The  board  agreed  to  contact  Mr.  Capaldi  in  June 
to  reschedule  a  meeting  to  discuss  the  development  of  a 
closure  plan. 

At  7:50  pm  the  board  voted  to  go  into  Executive 
Session  to  discuss  pending  contract  negotiations.  They 
would  thereafter  adjourn  for  the  evening.

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Singleton's  Rosewood 
is  a  chilling,  realistic 
examination  of  racism

MRoseivood.  Starring  Ving  Rhames  and  Jon  Voight. 
Directed  by  John  Singleton.  Running  time:  142 
minutes.  MPAA  rating:  R.  At  Cinema  140  in  New 
Bedford. 

John  Singleton  probably  wouldn't  enjoy  being 
likened  to  Steven  Spielberg,  but  his  new  Rosewood 
cements  the  likeness.  I  mean  that  as  a  compliment. 
Singleton's  best  work  (Boys  'N'  the  Hood,  Higher 
Learning,  and  now  Roseivood),  like  Spielberg's,  has  a 
sincerity  rare  in  these  ironic  times,  and  an  emotional 
directness  that's  rarer  still.  He  also  lifts  bits  of  many 
earlier  movies,  but  he  uses  them  as  archetypes  or  icons, 
not  as  homages  or  hip  references.  That's  the  difference 
between  an  opportunistic  copycat  (hi,  Quentin;  howdy, 
George  Lucas)  and  an  artist. 

Roseivood  is  John  Singleton's  epic  —  his  bold 
attempt  to  mount  a  Schindler's  Lisf-caliber  tale  of 
courage  in  the  face  of  annihilation.  The  movie  is  based 
on  the  real-life  1923  massacre  in  Rosewood,  Florida,  a 
swampside  town  populated  almost  exclusively  by 
blacks.  In  the  neighboring  town  of  Sumner,  a  white 
woman  beaten  by  her  white  lover  blames  her  bruises 
on  a  black  man,  and  the  vicious  crackers  of  Sumner 
descend  on  Rosewood,  a  place  they've  always 
resented:  The  blacks  there  are  economically  (if  not 
socially)  better  off  than  the  whites. 

Singleton's  camera  regards  the  ensuing  atrocity 
with  a  mixture  of  unblinking  documentary  style  and 
fleeting  glimpses  of  horror.  The  technique  explicitly 
recalls  Spielberg's  shocking  ghetto-liquidation  scene  in 


Schindler's  List,  with  the  added  chilling  knowledge  that 
this  happened  in  this  country,  in  this  century.  The 
massacre  is  among  the  most  ferociously  repulsive 
sequences  ever  filmed  —  the  racist  id  at  play. 

To  balance  the  horror,  Roseivood  has  two  ironic 
heroes  —  black  war  veteran  Mr.  Mann  (Ving  Rhames) 
and  white  storekeeper  John  Wright  (Jon  Voight)  —  and 
this  is  perhaps  where  many  people  will  part  company 
with  Singleton.  The  classical  heroism  of  these  men 
(especially  Mr.  Mann,  who's  right  out  of  a  western) 
would  seem  jarring  juxtaposed  with  the  ugly  realism  of 
the  lynch  mobs  and  slaughtered  babies.  But  Gregory 
Poirier's  script  gives  these  great  actors  room  to  dig 
deep.  Ving  Rhames  is  warmer  and  more  open  than  I've 
seen  him  before,  and  Voight,  a  man  torn  between  fear 
and  compassion,  does  his  most  detailed  work  in  years. 

The  climax,  a  frantic  chase  through  the  swamp 
that  ends  aboard  a  speeding  train,  has  struck  even 
some  of  Rosewood's  admirers  (like  Roger  Ebert)  as  too 
much  of  an  action-movie  finish.  Which  poses  a 
question.  Is  Rosewood  a  conventional  escape  movie  with 
serious  concerns,  or  a  serious  film  that  uses  heart- 
pounding  conventions  to  achieve  catharsis?  I'd  say  the 
latter,  and  I  would  add  that  the  highly-acclaimed  but 
thoroughly  ugly  Mississippi  Burning,  whose  black 
characters  were  mostly  cringing  victims,  did  the  same 
thing.  Rosewood  does  it  a  lot  better. 

The  sense  one  gets  from  Rosewood  is  that  John 
Singleton  was  eager  to  tell  a  horrifying  but  ultimately 
satisfying  story  in  which  black  people  score  a  small 
win  against  the  most  appalling  racism.  As  in  Schindler's 
List,  you  win  by  surviving  or  fleeing.  Singleton  makes 
sure  his  fleeing  heroes  do  some  damage,  too. 
Manipulative?  Sure.  But  at  the  end  of  this  long  and 
bruising  study  of  racism,  it's  hard  to  begrudge 
Singleton  (or  ourselves)  the  strong  pleasure  of  a  movie- 
ish  blaze  of  glory.

RABBIT  DIET 

I  feed  my  rabbit  a  diet  of  pellets  and  an  occasional  piece  of  lettuce 
and  carrot.  Is  this  adequate? 

That  is  the  most  common  diet  fed  to  pet  rabbits  and  it  can  be 
associated  with  the  numerous  problems  throughout  a  pet 
rabbit's  life.  A  preferable  pet  rabbit  diet  is  made  up  of  timo- 
thy or  grass  hay,  and  a  cup  of  fresh  vegetables  twice  daily. 
The  rabbit  can  also  have  1/4  cup  of  pellets  a  day  and  should 
always  have  access  to  fresh  water.  A  diet  change  should  be 
instituted  gradually  over  2-3  weeks. 
What  is  wrong  with  an  all  pellet  diet? 

Rabbit  pellets  are  made  for  growing  rabbits  in  rabbitries. 
The  pellets  have  too  much  calcium  (the  cause  of  the  thick, 
smelly  urine  produced  by  pet  rabbits)  and  too  little  fiber. 
What  problems  are  associated  with  feeding  a  diet  consisting  pre- 
dominantly of  pellets? 

The  most  common  problems  are  hairballs  in  the  stomach, 
overgrown  molars,  obesity  and  diarrhea.  Sometimes  rabbits 
will  chew  carpets  and  electrical  wires  because  their  need  to 
chew  is  not  being  satisfied.
